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REMARKS 

L Entrance of amendments to Claims 11 and 12 

Claims 2, 11-17, and 19 through 22 are pending in the apphcation. Claims 13 through 17, 
and 19 through 22 were allowed by the Examiner in the Office Action dated June 1, 2005, "the 
Office Action". However, the Examiner inadvertently failed to enter the previously submitted 
amendments. Applicants have resubmitted the claim amendments file on March 10, 2005, and 
respectfully request that these amendments be entered. 

Claim 2 has been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. In the Response dated March 
1 1, 2005, Claims 1 1 and 12 have been amended without prejudice or disclaimer by moving the 
definitions of the rigid planar member material of fabrication found in Claim 12 to Claim 1 1 and 
that found in Claim 1 1 to Claim 12. As the claim amendments are fiilly supported in the 
application as originally filed, no new subject matter has been added. 

The amendments made to Claim 1 1 and 12 were made to ensure that the definition found 
in dependent Claim 11 is of a more narrow scope than that of the definition recited in independent 
Claim 1 1 . This is to place the claims in a form that is consistent with current claim drafting 
procedure. The proposed amendments were presented and discussed with the Examiner in a 
telephonic interview conducted on March 10, 2005. During the interview, the Examiner agreed 
that the proposed amendments to Claims 1 1 and 12 as well as the cancellation of Claim 2 were 
satisfactory and once entered would obviate the Examiner's previous objections regarding Claims 
12-17 outlined in the Office Action mailed February 24, 2005. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully requests that the objections of Claims 12-17, be withdrawn. 

IL Objection of Drawing Sheets under 37 C.F.R. S1.83(a) 

The Examiner has objected to the drawings under 37 C.F.R. § 1.83(a) as failing to 
show the supporting cross member of the chair. Applicants respectfully submit that 
Figure 1 illustrates the "supporting cross member of the chair" as labeled, element 5. See 
Figure 1 and also Specification, page 3, line 5. Figure 2 shows an identical view as 
Figure 1, however components of the shield hidden therein are illustrated as "dotted 
lines." See Figure 2 and Specification, page 3, lines 17-18. Copies of Figures 1 and 2 are 
provided as Attachment A. As the figures show the supporting cross member of the 
chair, Applicants respectfully submit that this objection of the drawings under 37 C.F.R. 
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§ 1.83(a) is moot. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully requests the withdrawal of this 
objection. 


Reconsideration and allowance of Claims 1 1 through 17, and 19 through 22 are eamestly 
solicited. No additional fees are believed to be due for this Reply. However, if additional fees 
are due, the Examiner is authorized to deduct the same from Deposit Account No. 13-2755.
